Color. The predominant color of Upland cotton classed from the 2004 crop was color 41, accounting for 32 percent 
of classings, according to the USDA, Agricultural Marketing Service, Cotton Program. Color 31 was the predominant 
color grade in 2003 and made up 45 percent of Classings. In the white color grades, color 41 and better made up 75 
percent of classings, down from 94 percent in 2003. All white color grades accounted for 84 percent of the 2004 
crop, down from 95 percent in 2003. Light Spotted color grades comprised 12 percent of Classings, up from 5 


Leaf. The predominant leaf grade of Upland cotton classed from the 2004 crop was leaf grade 3, accounting for 52 
percent of Upland classings. Leaf grade 3 was also the predominant leaf grade a year earlier, making up 55 percent 
of classings. Leaf grade 4 comprised the next highest percentage from the 2004 crop at 35 percent against 26 
percent a year ago. Leaf grades 1-2 made up 9 percent of Classings of the 2004 crop, compared with 17 percent in 
2003. Leaf grades 5-7 made up about 4 percent of Classings, as compared to 2 percent last year. 


Staple. The average staple length of Upland cotton Classed from the 2004 crop was 34.9 thirty-seconds of an inch, 
up slightly from 34.7 a year ago. The predominant Staple length was 35, making up about 30 percent of classings. 


were down from 16 percent the previous year. Staple 34 made up 21 percent of the crop, down from 28 percent last 
year. Staples 36 and longer accounted for 34 percent of classings, up from 26 percent the previous year, 


through 4.9 comprised 84 percent of the classings this Season, up slightly from 83 percent a year ago. Cotton with 
mike 5.0 and higher made up 12 percent of the Classings, down from 14 percent in 2003. 


Strength. The average fiber strength of Upland cotton classed from the 2004 crop was 29.2 grams per tex, 
compared with 28.8 in 2003. Strengths in the 22 grams per tex and lower range accounted for less than 1 percent of 


percent in 2003. Cotton with strengths of 26 to 29 grams per tex accounted for 57 percent of Classings, down from 
65 percent in 2003. Strengths in the 30 and higher range comprised 40 percent of classings, up from 31 percent a 
year ago. 


American Pima. Color grades 1 and 2 made up 76 percent of classings from the 2004 crop, down from 96 percent in 
2003. Color grade 2 was the predominant color grade in 2004, accounting for 58 percent of the classings. Color

Ginnings 2004 Summary report released on May 12, 2005 by the Agricultural Statistics Board, National Agricultural 
Statistics Service, USDA. This total includes 21,838,600 bales of Upland and 716,950 bales of American Pima 
cotton. The number of active cotton gins for crop year 2004 was 896 compared with 890 in 2003. Classings at
